Company Plans Huge Expen¬ 
diture And Employment Of 
500 On Boulder Project 


Character Building; Effect Of 
Reading On The Young Ex¬ 
plained By L.A. Librarian

Construction of faciliites for 
bringing Boulder Dam power into 
the Southern California Edison 
Company system will be 'tarte' 1 
-hortly after the beginning of the 
new year, according to the an¬ 
nouncement yesterday of Fred B. 
Lewis, vice-president and general 
manager. The project will be com¬ 
pleted by July 1, 1938, approxi¬ 
mately two years ahead of the 
time required in the company’s 
contract with the Federal govern¬ 
ment as one of the Boulder Dam 
power generating and distributing 
agencies. 

The company will build a 230 - 
000-volt steel tower transmission 
line from Boulder Canvon to the 
company’s Chino receiving station. 
Construction of the line and in¬ 
stallation of equipment at the 
Chino station will require an ex¬ 
penditure of approximately S3 - 
750,000. Five hundred men will 
he employed on various phases 
of the project during the 15 
months required for completion. 

The 230,000 volt line, standard 
for the Edison system, will be 
approximatelv 238 miles lo^g n-d 
-fill be designed to transmit 165,- 
000 kilowatts. The location for 
the transmission line is separated 
by about 25 miles from other 
transmission lines from Boulder 
Dam to Southern California. Ad¬ 
ditions to the equipment at the 
Chino receiving station will in¬ 
clude transformers to step down 
the energy transmitted at 230 000 
volts to 69 000 volts for supnlv 
into the Edison transmission sys¬ 
tem, a 50.000 kva. condenser for 
the regulation of voltage, high 
voltage switch racks, and other 
equipment. 

Completion of the Boulder Dam 
transmission facilities will pro¬ 
vide th" Southern California Edi¬ 
son Company with a fourth ma¬ 
jor source of electrical energy 
for it® consumers in the Southern 
and Central California territory. 
The company’s present sv-tem is 
a combined hydro-electric and 
steam-electric system, utilizing 
stored water resources of the 
High Sierra in Fresno County, 
stream flow plants in five other 
counties for hvdro-eleetric genera¬ 
tion and the Long Beach steam- 
electric station for fuel-electric 
■Federation. The present combined 
hydro-electric and steam-electric 
generating capacity is 1,211,302
